RED CROSS SENDS $30,000 
TO AID AMERICANS 
IN CHINA 


SAN FRANCISCO—The American 
National Red Coss has already sent 
$30,000 for the emergency relief of 
refugees who are arriving in Manila as 
they flee from Shanghai and other 
cities in China, A. L. Schafer, Red Cross 
manager in the Pacific area, is advised 
by Chairman Cary T. Grayson at 
Washington, D. C. 

Charles Forster, formerly of Oak- 
land, now manager of the Philippines 
Red Cross, accompanied the first boat 
load of refugees from China to Manila. 
Forster had gone to Shanghai on July 
19 for a preliminary survey. 

Refugees reaching Manila are being 
housed, fed and clothed under direc- 
tion of the Red Cross emergency com- 
mittee, headed by Miss Marguerite 
§Wolfson, of Manila. The committee 
is functioning with one hundred per 
cent co-operation from Paul V. Mc-

NEAR MURDER BARED 
BY SUICIDE 


Spanish Dry Diggings Man 
Talks Of “Dying Together,” 
Then Slays Himself 


How nearly Charles Wachter came 
to being murdered by his partner of 
more than thirty years, he will never 
know, for that secret was locked away 
in the chambers of the dead when Fred 
Hausler slew himself. 

He placed the muzzle of a .410 gauge 
shotgun in his mouth and pulled the 
trigger. 

That was Thursday afternoon at the 
ranch property of the two at Spanish 
Dry Diggings. 

A few minutes before, as Wachter 
'sat under a tree petting their dog, 
; Hausler had stood before him with a 

strange light in his eye—and the shot- 
gun in his hand. 

Even the dog was startled by his ap- 
pearance, and cringed. 

That’s what made Wachter look up 
to see Hausler standing there, mumb- 
ling. 

“We've lived together and been part- 
ners these thirty-two years and we 
might as well die together.’ That’s 
what he said. 


Wachter just looked at him, and he, 
walked away. 


Wachter thought he was going to- 


stepped outside the gate. 


He was standing there, the gun lay- 
ing at his feet, when Wachter reached | 


his side after hearing a shot. | 


“Why, Fred,” shouted the amazed ; 
Wachter, 
done?” 

But apparently Fred couldn’t answer 
coherently, for he had shot himself 


through the mouth. 


A neighbor heard the shot and came 
to Wachter’s assistance. Together they 
tried to get him to the house, then 
Wachter called the Orelli ambulance 
and Hausler was brought to Placerville 
\Sanitorium, where he died about Thurs- 
| day midnight. 

He was a native of Switzerland, 59 
years old. in California 33 years and in 
this county 17 years. A sister, Mrs. 
Margaret Brem of Daly City, survives.
